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DETABLEDACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1,17 recite the limitation "previously stored location files". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

3. Claims 4, 20, 21 recite the limitation "the user". There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claims. 

4. Claim 4 recites the limitation "fit the user's needs". There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "their corresponding location specific". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 14 recites the limitation "the form of a tuple". There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

7. Claim 15 recites the limitation "the form of tuples". There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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9. Claims 1, 8, 10-13, 18, 25, 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rankin et al. (U.S. 2002/0155844) in view of Bantz et al. (U.S. 2003/0022673). 

Rankin discloses an adaptable computer profile method/system comprising: 
•determining a change in location of a mobile computer; (abstract; 1J[0007]-[0010]; figs. 3-5) 
•determining the location signatures; (103, 167) 

•specifying the location specific computer settings for each of the location signatures; and 
•storing each of the location signatures with their corresponding location specific computer 
settings as the location profiles on the mobile computer (1j[0037]) 

•wherein characterizing the access points includes access point identification information and 
access point signal strength information. fl|[0039]) 

Rankin fails to teach a step on activating computer settings for a highest determined 
scoring location profile. 

Bantz has been cited for teaching determining a location of a portable computer using a 
scoring location profile for matching a location profile with resources. fl[[0033]; "A higher score 
variable indicates a better match between the resources found at a location and a specific 
resource profile") 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to use Rankin's device location determination system/method to determine a 
change in location of a mobile computer and by using Bantz's scoring technique to locate a 
highest scoring profile location for the purpose of a better signal reception. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



10. Claims 2-3, 5-7, 9, 16, 19, 22-24, 26, 28-29 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

11. Claims 4, 14, 15, 17, and 20-21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
